Distressing Accident at 


Wiikesbarre Today. 


Engineer Lost Control of Machinery 


and Car Fell—The Bodies Not 


Recovered. 


Wiikesbarre, Pa., Nov. 2—This morn- 


ing an accident occurred at No. 1 
Achinloss shaft of the Delaware. Lack- 
awanna and Western Coal company, 
near Kanticcke, in Avhich ten miners 
were dashed to c'eat';, 1400 feet from 
the surface to the bottom. 


Several other mine workers at th«i 


head or the shaft waiting to descend, 
were injured by the flying \\-reckagft.

TREATY 


Between France and United States is 


S'gned—News Received With Ap- 


proval in Par's- 


Paris, Nov. 2. — The news of the 


signing of the arbitration treaty be- 
tween France and the United States 
in Washington is received here with 
the warmest expressions of approval, 
particularly 
in government 
circles, 


where the treaty is regarded not only 
as a strong bond between the t\vo re- 
publics, but also as an -important ex- 
tension of Foreign Minister Delcasse's 
series of peace treaties. The initiative 
was taken over a year ago when Baron 
D'Esto'Ufnelles de Constant, the leader 
of the French arbitration movement. 
wrote to" President Roosevelt express- 
ing the hope.that the Anglo-French en- 
t^^niiabfe^Rave as-^sequel'a Franco- 
American entente. , President Roose- 
velt expressed his hearty approval, 
saying that Secretary Hay would take 
up the question.

IS WELCOMED IN 


NEWARK N. J. 


Republicans Try to Run 


the Meeting. 


But Are Put to 
Root by 
Democrats. 


Parker Addresses Three Big 


Meetrngs.

Newark, N. J., Nov. 2.—Judge Par- 


ker, addressed three large meetings in 
New Jersey, two in this city and the 
other in Jersey City. An attempt on 
the part of Republicans to rout the 
first meeting here proved eventually 
ineffective. 
Before the arrival of the 


Democratic candidate it appeared that 
the Republicans at the meeting were 
in the majority. Finally the Demo 
crats, by. force of numbers and greater 
volume of sound, silenced their adver- 
saries. Judge Parker was given a 
splendid 
reception. 
Among other 


things he said: "Administrative ex- 
travagance must be checked. 
There 


must be equal opportunity for all an'', 
special privileges for none. This shall 
remain.a government of laws, not of 
men. There must be a reform of the 
tariff. This nation will no more hold 
another people in perpetual bondage 
than it will tolerate the enslaving of 
Individuals 
by 
its 
citizens. 
Over- 


whelming in importance as are these 
issues, above them tower the ques- 
tions: Shall the partnership between 
tthe Republican leaders and the trusts 
continue with profit to both and hurt 
to the country? Shall the trust con- 
tributions of millions to the campaign 
fund secure the right to continue the 
wrongful taking of many millions a 
year from the people?"

Senator Fairbanks' Tour. 


Laporte, Ind., Nov. 2. — Nearly 20 


speeches were made by Senator Fair- 
banks, the Republican candidate for 
vice president. With one exception, 
that of Sturgis, Mich., the senator's 
addresses were delivered to the citi- 
zens of his own state. At all points 
he was enthusiastically welcomed. Ho 
dwelt mainly upon the prevalence oi' 
prosperity 
throughout the 
country, 


claiming that this was due to Republi- 
can administration of the government. 
and its continuance was dependent 
upon Republican success— in Novem- 
ber. At several points he referred to 
portions of Judge Parker's speech in 
New York, with especial reference to 
the opening of foreign markets to 
American manufactured products. Mi- 
Fairbanks also contended there exists 
no spirit of militarism that is a men- 
ace to the country.

New York, Nov. 2.—M:iton W. Ha- 


zelton, 78. a prominent business man 
of Oneonta, Otsego county, N. V., ap- 
peared at District Attorney Jerome's 
office in defense of Nan Patterson, the 
actress, now in the 
T(,mbs prison 


charged with 
having Killed Caesar! 


Young, the wealthy bookmaker, in a! 
hansom cub in West Broadway, this 
city, on June 4. Hazelu/u declares in 
an affidavit that he saw Young fire the j 
fatal shot. Hazelton said that another j 
man was with him at the lime of thi- 
shooting. He does not know the iden- 
tity of the witness, however, as he 
was a chance acquaintance, attracted 
by a Masonic emblem on his watch 
chain. 
He 
declared 
that his con- 


science has been troubling him so thar 
he finally had to come forward and 
tell his story. 
' Hazelton. said: "I saw a hansom cab 
coming towards me. 
in this were a 


man and a woman sitting partly facing 
each ofoj£.^JVhflgijJj .first s£nv them 
they were about 100 i'oet away.

Hazelton says tha< as he and the 


man he was with did not wish to be 
detained as witnesses they agreed t<; 
say nothing about what they had seen 
After making his staioment Haxeltoii 
was taken under escort to Blcecker 
street and West Broadway. wherc- the 
shooting occurred, but was unable to 
identify the locality.
